The royal heralds, cavalry and 
life guards and carriages’ with the Mon- 
tenegrin and Servian princes preceded 
the monarch. Beside King Peter rode 
his two sons, George and Alexander. 
The cathedral was reachéd shortly after 
8 o'clock. There were representatives 
of the foreign powers, the cabinet min- 
\isters and others haqd already’ been 
awaiting for some time. 

As King Peter entered the metropoli- 
tan consecrated him and more artillery 
'salutes were fired. The king then took 
(up his position under a canopy and the 
| metropolitan, assisted by many bishops 
and other clergy, commenced the sol- 
,emn service, the choir singing “Thank 
| Thee Ever, Lord.” After the prayer the 
| premier and other ministers handed the 
(‘crown and the regalia to King Peter. 
|He kissed the crown, placed it on his 
head and robed himself in the royal 
|garments. An artillery salute of 101 
gung before announced to the people of 
|Belgrade that King Peter had been 
‘crowned. It was nearly three hours he- 
fore the service was concluded, and the 
‘ritual of the church complied with. King 
|Peter afterward signed the coronation 
‘document, which was witnessed by the 
metropolitan, the premier, the cabinet 
ministers and the other heads of state. 
Wearing the crown on his head and

King Peter had been under the :m- 
pression that he would be crowned with 
the crown which King Peter Alexander 
wore, but it transpired that this symbol 
of regal authority had been smashed to 
bits by the rebel officers on the fatak 
night of June I!, 1903. King Petor 
had also been under the impression that 
the Servian legislature would vote the 
necessary sum to cover the cust of the 
coronation, but he was given to under- 
stand in terms more forcible than they

She is an English Woman and Says

I never 
uttered a more thankful prayer than 
when I was informed that the steamer 
we had seen was a Red Cross vessel, and 
that her captain had no intention of 
overhauling wus. 

Nursing the Wounded. 

“Wonderful thirgs are being done by 
the staffs of the different hospitals at 
Port Arthur, who are assisted »y ladies. 

“There are thirty nurses for each thou- 
sand patients. The ladies devote most 
of their time io the making of clothes 
for the soldiers. The laundry work is 
done by the poor women and the wives 
of enlisted men. The sick and wo'inded 
are thus kept supplied with clenn clothes. 
The laundry work has to be done in 
dreadful heat. 

‘There are no contagious diseases 


at Port Arthur, but many deaths are’ 


resulting from the bite of a large red 
headed fly, which feeds on the de- 
composing corpses scattered over the 
battle fields. A doctor who was bit- 
ten on the thumb by one of these 
flies instantly severed that member. 
He then had his arm amputated, but 
not before the poison had reached his 
heart. The result of the bite was 
fatal. 

“Every day in the week the band plays 
of the hospitals. 

‘The wounded men recover quickly 
from the wounds inflicted by Maxim pro- 
jectiles, and by the bullet of the Osaka 
rife. but the wounds resulting from ex- 
plosive bullets are awful and recovery is 
impossible.

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decorated with diamonds and to pay the 
expenses of the coronation festivties, 
This emissary journeyed in succession to 
Saint Pétersburg, Berlin, Brussels, Lon- 
don, Paris and Rome, but in all these 
cities the financiers turned a deaf ear 
to fhe royal appeal for money, on the 
ground that they saw little chance of 
securing its repayment, and the king's 
special messenger returned to Belgrade 
with empty hands and a budget of in- 
sulting replies in his pocket. An attempt 
to persuade leading firms of jewelers 
in Vienna and Paris to supply a golden 
crown on credit likewise faled. 
Secret of the Iron Crown. 

King Peter found an amusing way out 
of one of these difficulties. He suddenly 
appointed his confidential secretary, who 
had spent many long years of exile with 
him in Switzerland, to search for and 
publish the ancient records of the found- 
ers of the Karageorgiecovitch family. 
The accommodating secretary contrived 
to unearth an ancient manuscript hith- 
erto unknown to students of Servian his- 
tory, in which it was recorded that the 
first Karageorgeievitch who occupied the 
Servian throne wore a crown not of 
gold, but of iron, in token of the fact 
that he had defeated the Turks and lib- 
erated the Servian people with weapons 
of this metal. No one but the king’s 
confidential secretary had ever seen this 
manuscript, and there is no other record 
that the first Karageorgievitch wore an 
iron crown; nevertheless, King Peter is- 
sued a solemn proclamation to his people 
that he would not be crowned with a 
golden crown, but with an iron crown, 
in accordance with the noble tradition 
crown on credit Ikewise failed. 

In this ngenlous way King Peter sur- 
mounted the difficulty of having no 
money wherewith to purchase a golden 
crown. 

Hitherto the monarchs of BPurope have 
not shown any inclination to recognize 
King Peter as a worthy member of their 
exalted order. Although it has not been 
conclusively proved that King Peter di- 
rectly participated in the conspiracy 
which led to the assassination of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga, there are 
good grounds for believing that he was 
well aware of what was going to hap- 
pen. The fact that the identical officers 
who took the most prominent part in 
the actual murder of Alexander and 
Draga have been the most powerful men 
in Servia since King Peter’s accession 
strengthens ,the grave suspicion. Even 
with the support and encouragement of- 
fered to him by the great powers of 
Burope, King Peter has been unable to 
banish the assassins from his court or 
to dismiss them from their influential 
positions, 

Haunted by Ghosts. 

With all these troubles King Peter 
has no peace of mind or feeling of se- 
curity. His palace is situated a 
stone’s throw from the old Konak in 
which Alexander and Draga were mur- 
dered, and the vicinity is disagreeable 
to King Peter. When he gets up in 
the morning, the Konak catches his eye, 
reminding him of the fate which may 
overtake him. When distinguished vis- 
itors come to his palace, he finds their 
glances wandering furtively in the di- 
rection of the Konak with herror and 
aversion. He cannot leave’ his palace 
without driving past the Konak and 
cannot walk in his own gardens except 
in the Konak’s shadow. During the 
long, weary hours of the night, the Ko- 
nak appears to him in nightmares as 
an appalling burden slowly crushing him 
to death. The Konak troubles him so 
much that he has ordered it to be pulled 
down, and the work of demolition is now 
proceeding. In his dreams, the king sees 
the ghosts of Alexander and Draga, and 
Draga’s brother, Lieutenant Lunjevitza, 
and the Premier Markovitch, who lost 
eo ag lives in the fatal night at the Ko. 
nak.

But it didn’t 
take me long to realize that I was a 
long way from home, and then I began 
to feel that homesickness which no one 
can describe and of which no one knows 
anything, except the one who experi- 
ences it. It was of my old mother I 
thought. She was all I had left in the 
world, and as I saw man after man go 
crazy because of that same feeling, ] 
wanted nothing more than a chance to 
get back to old Georgia—the state in 
which I was born and reared, and in 
which my mother, all there was left to 
me, lived, as I thought. [ gought a dis- 
charge, but discharges were hard to get. 

“Day after day I fought off what I 
then thought wag a trend to lunacy. It 
was the hardest battle of my life. In 
fact, 1 believe it was the two or three 
battles in which, I was engaged that 
Kept me out of the junatic asylum. Well, 
three months ago I was given my dis- 
charge, and it was on the next vessel 
I came home. f[ got here yesterday 
morning, and just as rapidly ag I could 
walk 1 went to my old home on Glenn 
street. To the drop of the knocker 
there was an answer, but the face at 
the door was unknown to me. Inquiries 
developed the fact that my mother had 
a year ago moved from the home, 
the old home in which I was born. Next 
door I found an old neighbor, who 
informed me my mother had left saying 
that she was going to Texas, where we 
had relatives. Tomorrow I shall take 
the train for Galveston, near which 
city I expect to find her with my only 
sister. Now, had I kept up a corre- 
spondence with my mother, as I should 
have done, I might have saved my trip 
to Atlanta. Still, if I find my mother 
in good health I shall not regret com- 
ing to Atlanta, as I have many old 
friends here. Letter writing is easy. It 
takes but little time and costs but a 
few cents in postage. An interchange 
of letters once a month only would have 
kept me in touch with my old mother. 
But, well, I hope to find her in good 
health.”
